EAR PLUGS OR SILENCERS? 


Co-columnist Barbara Dahms made a 
valid point in her ** Legislative Notebook’’ 
in the March 11 issue of Cycle News, 
regarding the limited space available to 
motorcyclists that is getting more lim- 
ited all the time. 

She correctly pointed out how noise is 
one of the sore spots where motorcycles 
are racing. In England, where space isa 
lot more limited, they have taken one 
big step to rectify the noise problem. 

Just now going into effect is an ACU 
(Britain's AMA) ruling that all scram- 
bles and grass track racers will fit ap- 
proved silencers to their machines, The 
word first came in the middle of last 
year that this would happen. The rule 
even laid down the sound level to be met — 
in decibels, 

One can picture the confusion that 
followed, and it did. Some igned the 
edict, some efforts increased sound and 
some choked off horsepower. Testing 
days were held. The first one produced 
no satisfactory mufflers but later tests 
found several that were under the noise 
limits and yet not harmful to power. 
Several are being produced economically 
and used. 

Sporting types here would be well ad- 
vised to give this idea some serious 
consideration. I know the first reaction is 
going to be an indignant ‘that great 
sound is half the fun of riding," and 
there is a great amount of truth to it, 
However there is more at stake here, as 
Barbara Dahms pointed out, than irres- 
ponsible fun. 

Facts still stand, motorcycles are 
going to be regulated (helmets? shoes?) 
and it is always desirable to regulate 
one's self before someone else does it 
for you. Check the movie industry's self- 
imposed grading of their films into de- 
sirable audiences categories, for in- 
stance, Sure beats censorship! 

After you live with the idea awhile you 
begin to think maybe the noise isn't what 
racing is all about. Overcoming the ter- 
rain is really what you're doing (also 
overcoming everyone else in the race) 
and noise isn't necessary to do that, Be- 
sides there are will the races in the

wide open areas left where you can blast 
eardrums. It’s near habitated areas 
where the noise is offensive. Like my 
last favorite in-town tuning/play area 
that I got booted from. There are still 
some left, but for how long? 

Silence is not a technical problem, 
only an emotional one, Designing an ef- 
ficient silencer is easy. Fitting it is a 
bit more difficult, so that it's out of the 
way and won't fall off, In fact I now have 
such a thing fitted to my 360 two stroke. 
It does take the edge off, especially that 
irritating part of a two stroke's scream, 
Power is absolutely unaffected! A dyno 
might just possibly find a tiny loss, and 
I doubt that, but the modern racing engine 
is usually so vastly superior in power to 
chassis and riders thatthis is insignifi- 
cant. 

I found my silencer at J&R Manufac- 
turing in El Monte, Calif, They've been 
advertising them for years.

DALTON, GA., March 9 — It has been 
raining for the past 3 out of 4 days, this 
morning is cold and windy, there is snow 
on the north side of the mountains and it 
is still snowing there. The rain has 
stopped on this side, but the wind is up. 
The Georgia red clay has the consistency 
of slightly congealed vaseline, 

All the big names are here for the 
Stone Mtn. Run, 489 riders have entered, 
A&B riders. The run consists of 75 miles 
of some of the worst terrain you can 
possibly imagine. The rain has made 
everything real bad, Streams are swol- 
len, mud is muddier, mountains seem 
higher, and the wind is cold. The first 
section of the run that I entered, I drove 
through with a dune buggy until we ran 
out of traction, then I walked in the next 
six or seven miles to take the first set 
of photos. All the riders are having a 
struggling time up one long steep hill, 
The hill was deeply rutted from earlier 
machines going through, some riders had 
to get off and push, some pull, most slip 
and slide, 

From this point by jeep ride over the 
top of the mountain to observation hill, 
you can see the struggle of the riders try- 
ing to climb this slippery and wet hill 
and it's started to snow again, The snow 
has caused no visibility problems but it 
did cause an awful lot of cold. These 
riders suffered some treatment that 
would almost be inhumane, cold, wetand 
miles and miles of hard pushing. Obser- 
vation point is about 20 minutes from the 
end of the run, shortly before the last 
check point, The stamina that these men 
showed is second to none that l've ever 
seen, I talked to many of theriders after 
the race was over, riders like Bill Pace, 
Bultaco rider, #128, Bill said it was 
«sort of a Sunday run." He made some 
mistakes and figured he’d lost some 
points. Burl Cantor from Bristol, Tenn. 
riding a Yam. 125cc #225, said he got a 
flat 19 miles out but continued the rest of 
the race with a flat front tire, figured he 
lost about 11 points or so, 

Benny Bootle from Greenville, So. 
Carolina, riding a Penton 125cc #101 
was the first man out, Benny said he 
figured he’d lost some time because 
quite a few of the other big boys came 
past him at one point, Some of the riders 
were even able to hit some of the check 
points early, though it’s beyond me how 
they did it, considering the conditions 
out in that field today. 

There were over 71 trophies to be 
given away. Most of them are resplend- 
ent with a little piece of granite from 
Stone Mtn, The unusual part of this is I 
live in Stone Mt., Georgia and it’s about 
100 miles from the start of the race. 
The population in Stone Mtn. has grown 
so high, they had to move the race north 
and north and north until now it’s in 
Dalton, Georgia, just a short distance off 
the Tennessee line, in the heart of the 
Georgia Mountains, 

This is a remarkable race in more 
than one sense. To the best of my know- 
ledge there were no injuries, there was 
one minor accident that I heard about — 
rider on a H-D Sprint drove into the side 
of a car, just after the starting of the 
гасе. From what I’ve heard he wasn’t 
injured, but there's a real badly bent set 
of Ceriani forks for sale. 

The Georgia Crackers M/C Club is 
working on the results of the race, it's 
quite a time-consuming process as we 
are all aware, Accuracy is more im- 
portant than speed. 

As apersonal observation I believe that 
a race like this requires more endur- 
ance, stamina, strength and skill than 
any other single type of riding, A man 
has to be half human and half calculator 
with the strength of a bull, to be able to 
handle it all the way through. Those who 
do, seem unassuming, not braggards. 
Calm, confident, it apparently brings out 
the best in men, At the tent after the 
race, most of the conversation was based 
on Daytona, when they were going there 
and what they were going to do, A few 
were rehashing what they had gone 
through but not many.

For forty days and forty nights, or 
thereabout, the heavens opened up and 
the land was flooded and all the races 
were cancelled. Then, on the forty-first 
day, give or take a few, the waters 
receded and motorcycles came from 
miles around to Lamb Canyon, two miles 
South of Beaumont, Calif. for the Bush- 
masters Moto-cross. Two weeks earlier 
the course had only one small water 
crossing but by race day there were six, 


100cc Motos 


Gary Bailey grabbed the lead at the 
start of the first 100cc Moto on his Pen- 
ton and did so wellin the water crossings 
that by the time he had gone halfway 
around the two-mile course he was about 
fifteen seconds ahead of Hodaka mounted 
Mike Garrett who was trying to keep 
ahead of Jack Meyer and Don Emler. 
The second time through the third splash, 
Garrett got way out of shape.

The second 100 moto started like the 
first, but Bailey’s Penton developed 
shifting problems and Emler took the 
lead, Bailey never got the Penton back 
in the running and Emler ran away from 
the others to take the win, 

In the third 100 moto Jessie Goldberg 
took the lead on his Hodaka followed by 
Emler. But Goldberg's little Hodaka was 
no match for Emler's Suzuki as Emler 
zapped him on the first hill with room to 
pass and ran away with the lead and the 
win. Jim Brown came from seventh to 
third place on the first lap and began to 
work on Goldberg, who was beginning to 
tire, With one lap to go Brown passed 
Goldberg to take second place. 


250 & 125cc Motos 


The 125s and 175s were combined into 
one class and raced with the 250s. This 
made the largest race of the day with a 
combined entry of 45 riders. The lead 
was taken in the first moto by Jim Wilson 
with Gary Bailey close behind, This was 
the best race of the day as the two riders, 
both Greeves mounted, battled for the 
lead, Wilson led the first two laps then 
Bailey took the lead and held it until he 
fell on the last lap handing the win to 
Wilson, Tom Rapp took first 125 on a 
Bultaco and was third among the 250s.

Helmet Law Repeal Starts To Roll 


When the federal government insisted 
on states enacting a hasty hodge-podge 
of **safety" regulations back in 1966 and 
1967, motorcycle enthusiasts were sud- 
denly faced with a fusillade of legisla- 
tion designed to take away their rights 
without giving their side a chance to 
be heard. 

Now nearly 40 states have knuckled 
under to Uncle Sam by enacting hated 
helmet laws. Some of the other safety 
program regulations were also enacted, 
but the compulsory helmet law is the one 
that hurts, 

At last motorcycle enthusiasts have 
gotten themselves together to face the 
federal threat, It may be three years 
late, but it's better than never. 

Illinois, under the relentless prodding 
of the Illinois State Motorcycle Associa- 
tion, is introducing a bill that would 
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repeal the state's helmet law. Also, a 
group has been formed in Pennsylvania 
that successfully got introduced into that 
state's legislature House Bill #65 which 
will abolish the Pennsylvania helmet 
compulsion, Pennsylvania readers 
Should write to the Secretary of the 
Pennsylvania Motorcycle Association for 
Freedom, c/o William Cobel, Box 644, 
Easton, Pa. 18042 for a list of Pennsyl- 
vania legislators to write to, 

Repeal is the easiest, best and least 
expensive way to regain our freedom 
from helmet restriction, Enthusiasts who 
want to work for helmet law repeal 
should get together with sympathetic 
representitives in their state legislature, 
write the facts to their representatives, 
and contact this newspaper to spread the 
word to other enthusiasts about the 
battle locally.

It was a long drive for participants 
from the Los Angeles area, soa large 
group was camped out, relaxing Saturday 
night under the desert stars. The race 
was set up as two fifty-mile loops ina 
wild figure eight, All classes were to 
start at 10 a.m, with the big bikes head- 
ing out on the north loop and the trail 
bikes racing on the south loop only. 

The last rain had really chopped up the 
course, making rocky ruts in the twisty 
downhill trails and burying otherwise- 
visible boulders in the narrow sand- 
washes, There was a resounding roar at 
the dgop of the banner which could be 
heard for ten minutes as both the big 
bikes and the trail bikes (430 total) left 
the starting area. 

The course was almost dust-free so 
that the riders were really getting with 
it. First to the smoke bomb was Bill 
Friant, #30x on a Husky, followed by 
Larry Bergquist, #1x on a Bultaco, and 
Gary Conrad. Patrick was behind at this 
point, but was able to work his way up 
as the race progressed.

MOTORCYCLE RIDER 
EDUCATION PLANS DEVELOPED 
AT NATIONAL CONFERENCE. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Feb. 28 — The 
guidelines for motorcycle rider educa- 
tion courses in the public schools were 
drawn up here at a National Conference 
on Motorcycle Safety Education, just 
completed. The conference was jointly 
sponsored by the National Education 
Association and the American Driver and 
Traffic Safety Education Association, in 
cooperation with the Motorcycle Scooter 
& Allied Trades Association. The M/C 
Safety Council was also represented. 

Results of the three-day meeting, 
described in a brief announcement from 
the industry trade group, included both 
teacher preparation and studentinstruc- 
tion, Groundwork was laid to develop 
classroom materials and fit motorcycle 
rider education into the high school 
curriculum. 

The complete report will be published 
shortly and used as the basis for region- 
al NEA workshops this spring. NEA's

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SCMA ROAD RUN

SO. SAN GABRIEL, Calif., March 9— At 
9 o'clock Sunday morning, Laidlaw's 
Motorcycle Store was a scene of color 
and activity. Gleaming touring machines 
lined the curb and filled the parking lot. 
Uniformed riders milled about talking to 
friends over coffee and donuts. Guys and 
their wives walked around digging the 
array of machinery parked outside, 
Everyone was enjoying the anticipation 
of being on the road again after the sea- 
son's rainy restrictions, 

At the far end of the showroom was 
the sign-up table, Route directions were 
handed out for making it to the first 
check point and riders soon began taking 
off singly or in small groups. 

The Southern California Motorcycling 
Association sponsored the poker run for 
the Harley 74 crowd, The tour ended at 
Anderson's Spa, halfway between New- 
hall and Palmdale, Calif, off the Antelope 
Valley Freeway. 

The SCMA is a year-old autonomous 
sanctioning body independent of and, in 
its miniscule way, in competition with 
the AMA’s Road Riding Committee in 
southern California, The SCMA riders 
are disillusioned by the AMA’sarbitrary, 
do-nothing attitude regarding the indivi- 
dual and are attempting toorganize their 
own clubs and events, 

The route went west through South 
Pasadena with its countless old folks- 
oriented traffic signals, timed for 20 
mph, and finally out the Colorado Free- 
way. 
It detoured around Burbank’s big 
Chamber-of-Commerce shuck, the Gold- 
en Mall, and took riders on out through 
San Fernando Valley to the first check 
point, 

Just beyond Whiteman Speedway, 
SCMA officials were located on a corner 
where Earl Sheib will paint your car for 
only $29.95, So far the route instructions 
had only been mildly confusing. 

Riders had their tags stamped and 
received directions to Check Point II, 
then headed for Newhall in the desert, 
They made à right at 13th Street which 





turned into Placerita Canyon Road (not 
Soledad Canyon Road as the travel slip 
kept insisting). The next eight miles of 
road was rough in spots and riders had 
to stay alert, 

At Sand Canyon Road, we swung left 
a few miles and came to the second stop 
located at a gas station. The tour over- 
passed the Antelope Valley Freeway and 
then picked up Soledad Canyon Road for 
the last four miles, 

At the gathering point (‘‘ANDERSON’S 
SPA — RIVERS END; FOOD, COLD 
BEER, SWIMMING, PICKNICKING, 
OPEN’’), riders began streaming in, 
Some had their stereos on, playing neo- 
country and western music (“Pm a- 
fallin' for you, little darlin'" by the 
Hollywood Studio Orchestra & Chorus). 

They parked their machines around a 
large grassy area near the Santa Clara 
Creek. The creek/river had flooded dur- 
ing the recent rains and a *dozer was out 
there trying to put the banks back where 
they belonged, Again. 

A long line of 176 standees began form- 
ing to check in and receive meal tickets. 
It took quite a while. Everyone mostly 
stood around jawing over their bikes or 
went into the concession building for 
beer or coffee. The two pool tables inside 
were immediately pressed into service. 

At 2 o’clock, it was officially ordained 
that Playtime had arrived. First there 
was a three-legged race. Then a potato- 
sack race. Real ho-hum stuff. But the 
next one was a humdinger , 

The highlight of the day was where a 
guy had to pin a diaper on his wife. And 
he had to do this with his hands through 
a sheet hung up so he couldn’t see what 
he was about, It really livened things up. 
All during this contest there were 
choruses of titillated giggles and guf- 
faws as a husband’s hands groped and 
fumbled, Yes sirree, it was something 
to watch. 

When that was finally over, the ladies

as planned, Consequently, Vic was out 
there at 3 a.m. (that’s what I said, 3 a.m.) 
the night before the race carving out a 
new track and filling in four foot gullies, 
and his people worked straight through 
until racing started. 

He is asking for riders’ suggestions 
regarding the track. He’s considering 
widening it about ten more feet on some 
turns and cutting the banks back a bit. 
This could be good because most of the 
gripes you hear about scrambles tracks 
is that they are not wide enough. By the 
same token, we talked to riders who said 
flatly, “Leave it alone!

We feel that in laying out a track you 
don’t want to take out all the hazards. 
Leave some in. Scrambles are not like 
tiddly-winks or ping-pong. There are 
tracks where the Amateurs and Experts 
make it around with no troubles while the 
novices go down. Sorry about that, Nov- 
ices, but they once had to learn just like 
you are doing, But should you see riders 
go down frequently regardless of classi- 
fication and often in the same location, 
then something is wrong and the hazard 
should be fixed. But leave a few tricky 
places in, it adds to the fun and makes 
for better riders, 

Saddleback had a few go down Sunday, 
but it’s a good track and deserves sup- 
port from the District 37 clubs. For in- 
formation call Vic Wilson (714-639-5832) 
and talk to him about it, Let’shavea few 
more runs there so the dreary old song 
of **I m so tired of riding so-and-so each 
week’? can be forgotten, There are 
enough tracks to give everyone a chance 
to ride different surfaces and terrain, 
so let’s use ‘em all!

the mud, 

Last week another of the outstanding 
Southern California riders, Steve Scott, 
obtained an international license so he 
could also go to Europe to compete in 
international moto-cross events. Wealso 
understand that Bultaco unofficially will 
be helping Steve to some extent, at least 
providing him with a motorcycle, and 
Steve will have a friend along to help 
maintain the machine and act as his pit 
man, By the way, Steve looked in fine 
shape after his recent injury and seemed 
to be very enthusiastic and interested in 
going to Europe to compete. I’m sure 
Steve will do well in international compe- 
tition. He is one of the young outstanding 
riders in all forms of motorcycle racing, 
not only in moto-cross, but he has done 
very well in short track, TT and speed- 
way racing, and also has donesome road 
racing. 

With these four fellows in Europe, we 
should have a pretty good representative 
body of Southern California moto-cross 
riders.

We have also heard rumors, and we 
hope these rumors are not true, that at 
the lastAMA Executive Committee meet- 
ing the FIM-MICUS and AMA subject was 
brought up and was lightly put off, I feel 
that for clarification of problems and 
goals, if the AMA was truly interested in 
the FIM-MICUS and international racing 
in this country, they could at least ex- 
tend the courtesy of allowing one of the 
FIM representatives in this country to 
talk to the Executive Committee to sub- 
mit our proposals and clarify what our 
goals are. Without being represented, it 
is very difficult to make our points clear. 
I would like to openly go on record that 
MICUS would be more than willing to 
discuss with the AMA Executive Com- 
mittee the goals and aims of MICUS and 
international racing in this country, and 
would very much welcome the participa- 
tion of the AMA in this endeavor. How- 
ever, without the opportunity to present 
our facts and our proposals, naturally, 
we can never come to any type of 
agreement,
